VARIETY 1N CREATION. 


There are 56.000 species of plants exhib- 
ited in the Muscum of Natural History of Pa. 
ria, The whole uambor of species in earth 
and sea can not be Jessthen four or five 
thousand. There are of all sizes, from the 
invisible: forcets ina bit of mouldiness, to the 
towering trecs of Malabar. 50 fect ins ciream- 
ference, and the banians whose shoots cover a 
circumference of five acres. Hach of these 
hasa complicated system of vessels for the 
eirculation of its juices. Some treer have 
leaves narrow ard short ; others—as the tali- 
pot uf C-ylon—have leaves an large that one 
of them can shelter fitteen men. Some ex- 
uviate their leaves annualiy, as a whole rabe, 
leaving the tree upon, its bare stem towering 
aloit aud ite branches rpreading themselves 
uncovered in ihe eky; while the leavers of 
others drop off one by one, new ones constant- 
iy growing in place of the diamembered ones, 
and the tree retaining its perpetual verdure. 

There hare setnally heen ascertained, in 
the animal. kingdom, about 60,000 snccice of 
living cr-atures. There are 600 apecies of 
mammolia—thore that suekle their young— 
the nost of which are quadr epeds. OF birds 
there are 4.000 species ; of fishes, 4,600: of 
reper, 760; and of iuseets, 44,090 anecies. 
Besides these there are 3 000 species of shell 
fitch snduot Wss than cichty. ar one hundred 
thousand sp: cies of animslcules iuvisible to 
the naked eye!
